be made. When the matrix is placed 
in the casting box the molten stereo- 
type metal is poured in, and within a 
very few minutes the cylindrical 
plates, hardened quickly in the cast- 
ing box by the pouring of coki water 
into the jacket. are locked on the cyl- 
inders of the gigantic duodecuple 
press and ready to whirl off over 100 
copies of a paper per second, all priot- 
ed, pasted, folded and counted.

GENESIS OF GULLIVER, 


How the Famous Satire and Fantasy 
Came to Be Written. 


When the Deanery of St. Patrick's 
fell to Swift, he regarded it as a re- 
compense ill-proportioned to his de- 
serts, and as a provision uncongenial 
to his taste; but he accepted it as # 
refuge after the wreck of all his 
hopes. He came to Ireland, then, 
filled with that hatred for her soil 
which made him, in spite of the uc- 
cident of Irish birth, ever cling to 
disappointed 
result of all his efforts, his 
weapon of satire sharpened by the 
bitterness of political strife; and 
hopeless of the future. The one ele- 
ment of his genius whieh now over- 
shadowed all others was its sarcastic 
force; and that sarcasm found abun-

| dant food amidst his new aurround- 


The glaring wrongs of Ireland, 
the contemptuous indifference of 
English statesmen; the pettiness of 
the circle around him; the waste, the 
misery, the oppression—al! these 
burned into a spirit only too ready 
to lash itself into rage, and to wreck 
its anger on the nearest victim, Dur- 
ing all these earlier years of Irish 
banishment, he was in constant cor- 
respondence with those in England 
whose genius was the one redeeming 
feature of the time to him, but who, 


ings. 


like himself, looked on the new 
world around them with profound 
disgust. 

The first subject that drew him 


back to activity was the wrong suf- 
fered by Ireland. His indigna- 
tion first found voice in a pamphlet 
on the ‘Use of Irish Manufactures,” 
and it presently seized on a still more 
available tonic, present by a sean- 
dalous job in connection with the 
copper coinage of Ireland. This gave 
rise to the famous ‘‘Drapier Letters.” 
Swift did not measure his words; he 
hesitated at no exaggeration; he left 
his victims with no shred of defence 
or excuse. Out of their subterfuges 
he wrested new and more damnatory 
charges; he rang the changes on this 
one topic through every note of fierce 
denunciation and contemptuous sar- 
casm; and for the first time he rous- 
ed, in all its fury, the envenomed 
bitterness of a wrath that embraced 
at once the racial antipathy of ages 
and the political jealousy of the Eng- 
lish colonists against their return 
across the sea 

But this fight, however fierce and 
exciting, could not employ the whole 
force of Swift’s genius. In his com- 
parative loneliness and _— isolation 
other objects engaged him. His chief 
attack must be on human nature, 
and the human race, against which 
he waged an undying war; and ill- 
health, melancholy, discontent, long 
absence from friends, all combined 
to embitter the hatred with which he 
recarded it, 

It was in such surroundings, and 
amid such feelings that.the “Travels 
of Gulliver’ were composed, and 
their publication, in 1726, followed 
immediately upon Swift's last visit 
to London, and preceeded by a few 
months the death of Stella.—Sir 
Henry Craik.

Was it the same cup as that of John 
xviii, 11, concerning which He said, 
“The cup which my Father hath given 
me, shall I not drink it?’’ It looks as 
if the devil did not know what he was 
doing when he killed the Lord Jesus, 
for it is written in Heb. ii, 12, that 
Jesus took a body of flesh and blood 
that through death He might destroy 
him that had the power of death—that 
is, the devil. We know that he tried 
to kill him at His birth, and possibly 
‘he tried to drown Him in that storm 
on the sea. Perhaps he thought that 
if he could kill Him before he reached 
the cross he would frustrate the whole 
plan of redemption. If that be so and 
we can consider Gethsemane as the 
devil’s attempt to kill Him in the gar- 
den, then the Saviour’s prayer may 
have been a prayer that He might not | 
die in the garden and leave His great 
work unfinished, but that He might 
have victory in the garden and go on 
to Golgotha and finish His work of 
atonement for sin. That would ex- 
plain the reason why an angel 
strengthened Him. If we are right in 
this supposition, then His willineness 
to die in the garden, if His Father 
should so will it, and leave His work 
unfinished in very sight of the goal 
is the greatest instance of submission 
on record. To be willing not to sue- 
ceed with success in sight—who ever 
heard of such a thing? 

But the cup of dying in the garden 
passed from Him, and he was 
strengthened supernaturally and went 
on gladly to drink the cup which His 
Father had prepared for Him. In that 
light listen to Heb. v, 7, ‘‘Who in the 
days of His flesh, when He had offered 
up prayers and supplications, with 
strong crying and tears, unto Him 
that was able to save Him from death 
and was heard in that He feared.” In 
I. John v, 15, it is written, “If we 
know that He hear us whatsoever we 
ask we know that we have the peti- 
tions that we desired of Him.” He} 
prayed to Him who was able to save 
Him from death, and He was heard; 
therefore He was saved from death in 
the garden in order that He might 
finish His work of atonement by dying 
on the cross for our sins. If these 
thoughts are wrong may the Lord for- 
vive us for daring to tolerate them, 
but if they are of Him may He bless 
them and grant us victory to do His 
will and perfect submission to it 
Now see the agent of the devil daring 
to kiss our Lord, and behold our Lord 
submitting to it knowing him to be!

DR WIEDMAN’S SCHEME 
MEETS WITH APPROVAL 
OF FARMERS 


At Saturday's meeting of Strath- 
more branch of the U.F.A., report- 
ed in another column, Dr Max 
Wiedman laid his sugar beet grow- 
ing and factory proposition before 
the farmers, and met with every 
encouragement, 

Dr Wiedman was introduced by 
the chairman, Mr Schettler, who 
read a letter of introduction from 
his Government and translated by 
the British Ambassador. 

Dr Wiedman said the company 
in Which he was interested would 
be called the Co-operative Farming 
Manufacturing Coy., and its 
would be to manufacture 
factories in Alberta from 

products. The soil 
excellently adopted for 
growing sugar beets successfully. 
The position at present was that the 
farmers could not raise sugar beets 
unless there was a factory near 
hand to take their produce, but on 
the other hand there could not bea 
factory without the farmers grow- 
ing sugar beets. A factory to serve 
5000 acres of beets would require a 
capital of $750,000. It was the

| Volumes Bound ‘In “Gold and Set With 
Precious Stones. 


There was an ancient legend to the 
effect that the famous “Golden Fleece” 
was a book covered in pe Lagat 
teaching the transmutation of the bas- 
er metals into pure gold. 

The Roman scrolls were adorned 
with bosses of gold or gems, and their 
leaves having been smoothed with 
pumice were scented with cedar oil. 
The Byzantine emperors were great 
patrons of books and “the Byzantine 
coatings” or book covers were famous 
for yen magnificence; they were of 
gold, silver, copper, gilt, set with jew- 
els, and these massive tones were car- 


ried in imperial processions. 
“The Silver Book’ of Ulphilas, 
op of Moesia, a translation of the 


els, was rebuked by St. Jerome. 
“Your books are covered with precious 
stones,” said he, “while Christ died 
naked, before the gate of His temple”; 
which has been compared to the say- 
ing ¢ ts Sadi, the Persian poet, concern- 
Mohammedan scriptures: ‘The 
in was given to reform the con- 
duct of men, and men have only 
thought of embellishing its pages.” 
The books produced in the early cen- 
turies of the middle ages were cf re- 
markable beauty, inwardly and out- 
wardly; religious manuscript were 
enriched by illuminations within, 
while their covers were of silver, goli 
and enamel encrusted with gems. 
They were bestowed as splendid gifts 
by bishops and princes on monastic 
houses and churches, where they were 
laid on the altar or chained to a 


desk 

Such chained books were named 
“Catenati’; a rough outer covering 
protecting them of dark skin, or seal- 


skin, and later of ‘“‘chrevotin,’’ a sort 
of leather, cr ‘‘sendal,” a coarse silk. 
Such coverings were also called ‘“che- 
mises,’ as a “chemise of sandal 
wood.”’ These rare books were also 
placed in caskets, in shrines or ‘‘cap- 
soe’’; in Ireland they were laid in 
satchels, otherwise named “‘polaires,” 


or “Tiagha Ubur,” and the Celtic 
bookbinding possessed a peculiar 
beauty of its own 

There were secular bookbinders in 


the middle ages who gradually formed 
themselves into guilds of craftsmen, 
but the monks alone united the arts 
of composition, caligraphy, illumina- 
tion, bookbinding, setting of jewels, 
enamelling and work on leather, silver 
and gold in one artist. The monaster- 


ies of Kenilworth and Sithen were 
granted unlimited rights of hunting 
that they might obtain ‘“‘stag hide” 
for binding their books

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RESULT OF 
INVESTIGATION 


REPORT OF ROYAL COMMISSION. 
IS PRESENTED 

The Report is Embodied in a Lange | 
Document of 58 Pages, and Practi- 
cally Exonerates the Late Govern-, 


Upon Its Members—-No Personal 
Interest Proven. | 


Edmonton.—There was nearly a full 
attendance of members when the legis- 
convened for the special ses- 
Proceedings were opened with 
Gov. Bulyea’s speecn from the 
throne. 

The report of the royal commission, 
whose members investigated the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways railway 
deal, was presented to the legislature. 
The report is embodied in a pamphlet 
of 58 pages and is in reality two separ- 
ate repoits, one of which is signed by 
Judge Harvey and Judge Scott, and 
the other by Judge Beck. Judge Beck 
finds that the imputations cast upon 
Hon. Mr. Rutherford, Hon. C. W. 
Cross and J. K. Cornwall, M.L.A., 
were groundless. In other words he 
absoives them of blame in connection 
with the transaction. A summary of 
the report follows: | 

“Your commissioners, appointed by 
your commission issued on the 16th) 
day of March, 1910, to enquire whe-; 
ther any, and if any, which officer or 
officers of the government or mem- 
ber or members of the legislature of 
the province were or are interested, 
either directly or indirectly, by them- 
selves or through others, in the erec-, 
tion, incorporation or organization ot 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway company, or in the making of 
or entering into or carrying out of a 
certain contract between the govern- 
ment of the province and the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway com- 
pany, or the guaranteeing by the prov- 
ince of the securities of the said com- 
pany, or the sale thereof, or in the 

roceeds of or in the amount realized 
rom the disposition or sale of the said 
securities or otherwise howsoever in 
connection with the said company, 
and to report thereon for the informa- 
tion of the legislature, beg to submit 
the following report:” 

Thirty-e ght pages are occupied by 
a report of Messrs. Scott and Harvey. 
They state ‘the evidence does not 
warrant the finding that there was or 
is any personal interest on the part of 
Dr. Rutherford or Mr. Cross.” 

The remaining 20 pages of the re- 
port are contributed by Judge Beck, 
who gives the result of his finding: 

“(1) That Mr. Cornwall had prior to 
the 20th of July, 1908, or thereabouts, 
an interest in the Athabasca Railway 
company, which was on that date or 
thereabouts acquired by Mr. Clarke; 
(2) that with the above exception with 
respect to Mr. Cornwall, neither Mr. 
Rutherford, Mr. Cross nor Mr. Corn- 
wall were at any time up to the date 
of this inquiry interested, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, by himself or 
through others, in the ereetion, incor- 
poration or organization of the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways Railway 
company, or in the making or entering 
into or carrying out a certain contract 
between -the government and the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways Railway 
company, or the guaranteeing by the 
province of the securities of the said 
company, or the sale thereof, or in the 
proceeds of or the amount realized 
from the disposition or the sale of the 
said securities, or otherwise howsoever 
in connection with the said com- 
pany.” 


SURVEYING LINE

OF TRADE NEGOTIATIONS 

| Conference Between Representatives 
| of Canada and U. S. on Subject of 
Improved Trade Relations Has 
Terminated—No Conclusions Have 
Been Reached, but Further Pro- 
gress is expected at Next Meeting. 


| Ottawa.—At the conclusion of the 
meeting of the Canadian and United 
States trade negotiations, the follow- 
ing statement was given out by Mr. 
Fielding, finance minister: 

“The conference between the repre- 
sentatives of Canada and the United 
States on the subject of improved 
trade relations has terminated. 

“The conference began on Saturday, 
the fifth instant, and was continued 
on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday. 
The whole session was of most frank 
and friendly nature. While no con- 
clusion was reached, the ground was 
cleared and a further conference will 
be held in Washington probably early 
in January. The members of the 
conference, Messrs. Hoyt, Pepper and

Foster of the United States, and 
Messrs, Fielding and Paterson for 
Canada, separated with the strong 


hope that on the resumption of the 
conference at Washington an arrange- 
ment can be reached that will prove 
acceptable to the people on both sides 
of the boundary.” 

Mr. Pepper, speaking for the Ameri- 
can members, said: 

“We leave Ottawa feeling the out- 
look is for a successful issue of nego- 


tiations when they are resumed at 
Washington. We have appreciated 
ivery much the cordial manner in 


which we have been received in Can- 
ada, and the frank and friendly spirit 
in which the Canadian negotiators 
have met us. However, we cannot! 
make a statement as to any conclus- 
ions which have been reached because 
there have been none.” 

Mr. Pepper explained that there had 
been a general discussion of the situa- 
tion, and that the ground had been 
cleared of preliminaries and that Jan- 
uary would find much pioneer work 
done. It is understood that the com- 
missioners of both countries believe 
that the January meeting will result 
in an agreement being reached. The 
feeling at Ottawa is that natural pro- 
ducts from Canada will be given easier 
access to the United States, and that 
some American manufactures will be 
given freer admission to Canada. 
There are a good many lines of those 
which Canada could admit on easier 
terms without disturbing any vested 
interests.

POTATO CROP PARTIAL FAILURE LEMIEUX ACT SETTRES STRIKES) WOULD BUILD 


Rot Has Done Damage According to 


Government Report—Fall Wheat | 


In Good Skape 

Ottawa.—The census office issued re- 
cently a builetin on the crops of Can- 
ada as prepared from reports made up 
to the end of October. The closing 
months of the year give good reports 
for nearly all of the field crops of the 
Dominion. Potatoes alone indicate a 
partial failure as in all the provinces 
there are coinplaints of rot in the 
fields and in heaps for winter storage. 
The area is 505,262 acres and the esti- 
mated yietd 74,048,000 bushels, being 
an average of about 147 bushels per 
acre, 

Hay and clover are computed for 
8,515,400 acres and a yield per acre of 
1.82 tons. The quality is 90.45 per cent. 
and the total yield 15,497,000 tons. 
Fodder corn has an estimated yield 
per acre of 9.38 tons which, upon an 
area of 271,960 acres, gives a product 
of 2,551,000 tons. Sugar beets are 
grown most extensively in Ontario 
and Alberta where they supply roots 
for three sugar factories. The area in 
crop this year is 16,000 acres which is 
a substantial increase upon last year. 
The yield per acre is 9.69 tons, the 
total yield 155,000 tons and the quality 
93.15 per cent. 

Computed at an average of local 
prices, the merket value of potatoes 
this year is $33,446,000; turnips and 
other roots $21,444,000; hay and clover 
$149,716,000, fodder corn $11,957,000; 
and sugar peets $887,000. 

The report on fall wheat sown this 
year shows an area of 790,500 acres 
whereof 682,500 are in Ontario and 
Last year the 
area was 609,200 acres for Ontario and 
98,000 in Alberta. The condition of the 
crop is reported at 98.40 per cent. as 
compared with 93.60 last year. 

The per cent, of fall plowing com- 
pleted this year compared with the 
area planted is less than last year but 


month earlier. The per cent. of sum-| 
mer fallowing compared in the same 
way is somewhat lower, but increases | 
are shown for Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta.

CANADA GETS THE BEST 


Immigration Inspector Says U. S. Can 
Spare Good Settlers—Not 
Checking Exodus 
Winnipge, Man.—Daniel J. Keefe, 
Washington, chief inspector of unmi- 
gration for the United States govern- 
ment, who is investigat.ng settlement 
|conditions in the West, in the course 
of an interview here recently said that 
for every hundred citizens who came 
from the United States to Canada, sev- 
jenty went from Canada to the United 
States. He refused to say anything 
about the alleged exodus of farmers 
from Western Canada, but admitted 
that there were “some.” “The United 
States government,” he said, “is not 
doing anything to check the exodus 

‘to Canada.” 

He also stated that the class of peo 
ple coming to this country is greatly 
jsuperior to that going into the United 
States. 

The latter country, in his opinion, 
has so many of the right sort, that it 
}can easily spare those that are coming 
}to Canada.
